COUNCIL bosses have pledged to do all they can to help 
struggling businesses in Kidderminster in the wake of a 
double jobs blow for the town. 

Luxury boat builder Sealine International announced it is to shed 72 jobs - just days after 
Kidderminster-based carpet firm Brintons revealed plans to cut 150 jobs, mainly at its 
Stourport Road factory. 

The firms are two of the district’s biggest employers and leader of Wyre Forest District 
Council John Campion said the job losses would have a “huge impact” on the workers. 

He said: “It will be a big blow to those affected. But Wyre Forest has a lot to offer busi¬ 
nesses and we are doing all we can to help them through this difficult time,” he added.

Police station 
opening times 
to be reduced 

THE opening hours of two police stations in 
Wyre Forest are to be cut. 

The move will mean the front counter at 
Stourport police station, now open Monday 
to Saturday, will be open to the public for 
just four days. 

The opening hours of the counter at Kid¬ 
derminster police station will also be 
reduced in the evenings and at weekends. 

West Mercia Police says all police stations 
would remain fully operational and no offi¬ 
cers or staff would be made redundant. The 
force needs to save around £30 million over 
the next four years, with £17.4m in the first 
two. 

The new opening hours have been drawn 
up according to the demand in the different 
areas, bosses said. The Stourport base will 
be open to the public Tuesday to Friday 
from 10am until 2pm. 

Kidderminster will shut two hours earlier 
at 8pm. New Sunday opening hours will be 
10am to 4pm. 

Chief Superintendent Kevin Purcell said: 
“The change to public service counter 
opening times will not affect local policing, 
and all police stations will remain opera¬ 
tional. We want to make sure we offer a good 
service to the public and be as accessible as 
possible.” 


New and existing businesses can get 
advice as well as information about grants 
from the council. 

And Wyre Forest MP Mark Garnier said 
he was planning to host a jobs fair to help 
people find work. He said: “Every job lost is 
a tragedy for the families and individuals 
concerned. The economic situation in the 
UK, Europe and the rest of the world will 
inevitably have some effect on all our com¬ 
munities. 

“However, work continues to try to stim¬ 
ulate economic growth in Wyre Forest and 
to attract more businesses and employment 
opportunities. Next week I will be announc¬ 
ing details of the Wyre Forest Job Fair which 
I have organised for March 29, and I hope 
that this cam help.” 

The latest jobs blow comes just three 
months after the 200-year-old Brintons 
announced that 70 jobs would be going with 
the closure of its town centre site, while 
luxury boat builder Sealine announced 
plans to axe up to 37 jobs at its Worcester 
Road headquarters. 

Prospects 

Bill Griffiths, Seadine’s managing direc¬ 
tor sadd: “In order to keep our business 
strong we need to keep our overheads in line 
with demand and to take on board the 
impact that the globed economic situation is 
having on the leisure marine market. 

“We have taken the decision to cut our 
workforce in order to protect the long-term 
prospects of the company.” 

A Brintons spokesman said progress had 
been made turning the business airound, but 
further changes were needed. 

“A necessary pairt of these plans is a con¬ 
sultation process to consider proposals for 
150 redundancies across the business glob¬ 
ally,” he said. 

Some of the job losses will be in China.

Con artists are phoning 
unsuspecting people to try to 
part them from their money. 

West Mercia Police say the 
calls are apparently from 
companies telling people 
that their computer has a 
virus, but that they can cure 
the problem. 

The conmen ask to be 
given remote access to their 
victim’s computer.

“If you get a call like this, 
just hang up immediately,” 
said Ed Roberts from West 
Mercia Police’s hi-tech 
crime unit.

THE Kidderminster Raft Race 
which has been held every 
May for more than 25 years is 
in jeopardy this year, the 
town’s Lions Club is warning. 

The club which organises the race, 
needs to find a new launch point this 
year. 

The race is along the Severn from 
Arley to Stourport. The traditional 
launch point from the west side of the 
river at Arley is no longer available. 

The club says a request to Severn 
Trent for use of the facilities at Trimp- 


ley reservoir has been turned down, 
and the search for a suitable alterna¬ 
tive is now urgent. 

The race raises around £12,000 for 
charity each year. In recent years the 
main beneficiary has been the county 
air ambulance, with other charities 
selected by competing crews. The 
Lions’ charity fund takes the rest. 

A suitable launch site needs vehicu¬ 
lar access, space to park about 60 vehi¬ 
cles and trailers, and access to the 
river. 

A gently-sloping bank would be 
ideal. 


The Lions club say they would look 
after all aspects of insurance, marshal¬ 
ing, and such details as provision of 
temporary toilets. 

They would carry out a risk assess¬ 
ment to ensure the event was run as 
safely as possible. 

The whole event at the launch site 
would run from around 8.30 to noon on 
a Sunday morning.

Crackdown over speeding 


TWO new mobile speed cameras 
have started operating this week 
on the A449 in Kidderminster as 
part of a Community Concern 
speed enforcement programme. 

Residents have raised fears at PACT meet¬ 
ings and through the local policing team 
about traffic speed on Chester Road South 
and Wolverhampton Road. 

Data collected by the Safer Roads Partner¬ 
ship on both sections of the A449 show 
drivers are not keeping to the speed limit 
and support the need for action to be taken. 

The information collected on Chester 
Road South shows 66 per cent of vehicles 
exceed the 30mph speed limit and 15 per 
cent travel above 38.7mph. 

On Wolverhampton Road, 69 per cent of 
drivers exceed the 30mph limit and 15 per 
cent travel above 39.5mph. 

To address the concerns, two new mobile 


speed enforcement sites were launched on 
Monday. They will operate for a minimum 
period of six months. 

Further data about speeds will be col¬ 
lected at both to assess the impact of 
enforcement. It is hoped that the presence of 
a mobile speed camera will improve compli¬ 
ance and the safety of the road for all users. 

Katy Jenkins, of the Safer Roads Partner¬ 
ship in West Mercia, said: “We are able to 
respond to requests for speed enforcement 
from local people through our Community 
Concern programme. 

Response 

“It is clear that local people are worried 
about speeds on both Chester Road South 
and Wolverhampton Road and they have 
raised these concerns with the local policing 
team at PACT meetings. 

“In response to these concerns, we are 
now launching two mobile enforcement sites 


on the A449 to reduce the number of drivers 
exceeding the speed limit.” 

Jon Fraser, Worcestershire County 
Council’s customer and community man¬ 
ager, said: “Speed limits exist for a reason, to 
keep all road-users and pedestrians safe. 

“Anyone travelling at speeds over the des¬ 
ignated limits is putting themselves and 
others in danger, as well as breaking the 
law.” 

Mike Digger, traffic management adviser 
at West Mercia Police, said: “Both Chester 
Road South and Wolverhampton Road are 
locations that were raised at PACT meetings 
by local residents who were concerned that 
speeds in these areas were affecting their 
quality of life and endangering road users. 

“Investigations of the sites has shown that 
the residents were right to be concerned and 
we will now work alongside our partner 
agencies to ensure that the residents’ con¬ 
cerns are addressed.”

Rebels at Victoria Carpets 
reveal strategy for the firm 


THE shareholders group seeking to take 
control of Kidderminster carpet group Victo¬ 
ria have revealed details of their future strat¬ 
egy for the business. 

They say the new directors they propose would undertake 
a full strategic review of the business. 

Former chairman Alexander Anton who is leading the 


group said: “Our strategy is 
based upon growing the 
company - both in the UK 
and Australia. 

No strategic opportunity 
is being ruled in or out. The 
key aim is to develop and 
enhance the business to 
reduce the unacceptable gap 
between the market valua¬ 
tion and net asset value.” 

Mr Anton was responding 
to a ferocious assault on the 
rebel shareholders by the 
bosses of the company. 

Control 

The consortium he leads 
is calling on investors to 
remove chairman Nikki 
Beckett and director Peter 
Jensen 

The group wants to 
replace them with Mr Anton 
- a member of the firm’s 
founding family - Geoff 
Wilding and Sir Bryan 
Nicholson as directors, and 
Lady Katherine Innes Ker 
as chairman. This would 
give the consortium overall 
control. 

The consortium has 
called a shareholder 
meeting at the office of law 
firm Wragge & Co in Birm¬ 
ingham on March 6. 

The board of directors is 
urging shareholders to vote 
against the rebels, saying

they have delivered growth 
in profits and dividend 
payouts. The board claims 
Mr Anton has tried to take 
the company private on 
several occasions and 
resigned as chairman in 
2010 after failing to win any 
support for his re-election. 

The board adso says that 
Geoffrey Wilding, a director 
of Flooring Brands, 
approached Victoria in 2009 
proposing a merger, but was 
rejected by the board. 

The battle has split the 
Anton family which founded 
the business more than a 
century ago. 

The consortium says it 
controls 46 per cent of the 
shares and its directors 
would bring “fresh thinking 
and impetus” to the busi¬ 
ness. In response, Victoria, 
which employs 700 as a 
group, has put itself up for 
sale. 

A spokesman for Alexan¬ 
der Anton said: “Putting the 
company up for sale in an 
uncertain economic 

climate...is likely to sub¬ 
stantially undervalue the 
company and is extremely 
damaging to the business.”

A SURVEY in the Midlands 
shows many underage chil¬ 
dren are using social net¬ 
working websites - and 
nearly a fifth have concerns 
about people they have met 
online. 

West Mercia Police 
launched the Worcester¬ 
shire E Safety website last 
year and so far 9,000 young¬ 
sters have taken part. 

Results show 96 per cent 
of children say they feel safe 
on the internet. 

However, 17 per cent of 
those say they had concerns 
about people they’d met 
online, but a quarter of them 
did not tell anyone about it. 

Nearly 80 per cent of 
those surveyed say they are 
on Facebook. 

Even though you need to 
be 13 years old to have an 
account, 62 per cent of 11- 
year-olds and 35 per cent of 
eight-year-olds say they are 
members. 

Detective Superintendent 
Martin Lakeman, head of 
public protection at West 
Mercia Police, said: “The 
findings indicate some posi¬ 
tive things as well as some 
very concerning trends. 

“Children are claiming to 
be older than they are which 
means they are at a greater 
risk of coming into contact 
with sexualised language 
and behaviour.” 

The police’s E Safety 
website features tips about 
staying safe on the internet, 
including not giving out per¬ 
sonal information, and not 
agreeing to meet up with a 
stranger.

IT WAS Birmingham’s ec¬ 
lectic mix of opera and 
ballet, coupled with music 
hall and pantomime that 
helped the city develop its 
cultural identity through¬ 
out the 1950s and 60s.

Norman Evans, the only pan¬ 
tomime dame to receive top billing 
at London’s Palladium, chose the 
Birmingham Hippodrome for his 
Christmas appearance in Humpty 
Dumpty in 1953.

Museum plan sparks 
fear of traffic chaos 

FEARS are growing that a £5 million glass museum would 
lead to traffic chaos on a busy main road in the Black 
Country. The stretch is already a nightmare, say residents. 
Plans are being drawn up to build the new attraction on the 
former Stuart Crystal site, in Wordsley. It would be opposite 
the Red House Glass Cone. 

Formal plans have yet to be submitted but residents near 
to the site say they fear the museum would increase traffic 
along the A491, one of the busiest roads in the borough. 

They say it is already “bumper to bumper” throughout 
the day. One resident, Paul Price, aged 63, who has lived in 
Audnam for more than 30 years, said: “I am not against 
progress and I am not against the new glass museum in 
itself. However, the A491 is already chaos.” 

Dudley Council regeneration chief , Councillor Angus 
Adams, said: “Improving the road network will be looked at 
as part of this scheme.” 


mps in call for photo id to 
crack down on metal theft 


SCRAP metal dealers 
should be regulated like 
pubs and off-licences, 
according to a group of 
MPs including Mark 
Gamier, MP for Wyre 
Forest. 

They should have to ask for photo 
identification, say the politicians. 

Their intervention comes as the 
Government plans to tear up the 
licences of dodgy scrap dealers to try 
to clamp down on thefts from rail¬ 


ways, church roofs and manhole 
covers that costs the West Midlands 
£27 million a year. 

Backbench MPs have called on the 
Government to bring in even more 
rules on top of plans to ban cash pay¬ 
ments and impose larger fines. 

In a debate co-sponsored by 
Dudley South Tory Chris Kelly, MPs 
voted to call for a new licensing 
scheme similar to alcohol licensing, 
giving police the power to search and 
investigate all premises owned by 
scrap metal dealers and giving mag¬ 


istrates the power to ban closed 
yards from re-opening. 

In Walsall, tatters may be made to 
carry licences in what would be a 
national first. And council chiefs are 
looking at drawing up a licensing by¬ 
law to help tackle the problem of 
metal thefts. 

Mr Kelly said: “Legitimate metal 
dealers have told me that yards they 
know of are regularly visited by 
youths with bags containing copper 
wire that is weighed in for cash. 

“I have been told of a metal 


dealer’s customer record book con¬ 
taining the name Mickey Mouse and 
the address Disneyland, Paris.” 

“A youth carrying copper wire in a 
plastic bag to a scrap yard clearly is 
not a professional, licensed or regu¬ 
lated commodity dealer.” 

Wyre Forest MP Mark Gamier 
added: “A suggestion from the police 
is to license those scrap metal mer¬ 
chants who used to be rag and bone 
men but who are now more techni¬ 
cally minded and have flatbed 
trucks.”

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99p boss blew £19,000 
shop takings in casino 


A SHOP manager who stole more 
than £19,000 takings from his 
branch of 99p Stores and then 
blew it at a casino has been jailed 
and now faces deportation. 

Vishnu Amuram, manager at the shop in 
Halesowen, has been jailed for 12 months 
and now faces being deported to his native 
India once he completes his prison sentence. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard last 
that the 32-year-old had sole responsibility 
for running the store in Halesowen’s 
Cornbow Centre. 

Among his responsibilities was bagging 
up the takings at the end of the day and 
placing the money in a secure location.

But over four days last December, 
Amuram had instead pocketed the cash and 
used it to gamble on the roulette table at a 
casino. He lost all of the cash - a total of 
£19,240 - apart from £525 which was recov¬ 
ered after he admitted his deception. 

Miss Helena Miller, prosecuting, said 
Amuram, of Aldridge Road, Perry Barr, had 
contacted his area manager on the morning 
of December 19 to admit what he had done. 

“Amuram said he had gambled the money 
away at a casino and admitted he had a gam¬ 
bling problem.” Mr Ayoub Khan, defending, 
sadd: “He has been candid throughout the 
proceedings. He pleaded guilty at the first 
opportunity and admits he has a gambling 
problem.” 

He said Amuram, who pleaded guilty to 
theft, had also claimed he had been trying to 
raise money to pay for an operation needed 
by his sister.

A CRUSHING home defeat 
at the hands of their local 
rivals sealed the fate of 
manager Mick McCarthy.

But his “sorry” after 
Sunday’s game was not 
enough to save his job - or 
erase the pain of this humil¬ 
iation for thousands of 
angry, disenchanted Wolves 
fans.

McCarthy is axed 

AFTER DERBY LOSS 


MICK MCCARTHY was sacked as Wolves manager this week as club 
chairman Steve Morgan said the board had “little or no choice”. 

The axe fell on Monday, the day after the team suffered their biggest Black Country derby 
home defeat in 50 years, a 5-1 thrasing by Albion. The club took the “difficult decision” to 
terminate his contract, which came after a poor run of results left them facing relegation. 
Pressure on the boss, who is expected to leave with a £lm compensation payout, reached 
a critical point with the humiliating Molineux loss to the Baggies. 


But Wolves’ previous 
alarming sequence of results 
after early season optimism 
-just 14 points from the pre¬ 
vious possible 66 - was the 
main concern for club owner 
Morgan and chief executive 
Jez Moxey. 

Morgan said: “I’m afraid 
the board thought we had 
little or no choice. 

“Mick and I have had 
several conversations in 
recent weeks. He’s a good 
guy and the decision was 
taken regretfully, but results 
have not been good enough 
this season. 

“We need to pick our¬ 
selves up and be aiming up 
the league and, hopefully, 
that’s what the new man 
will take us forward with.” 

Display 

The Albion defeat marked 
the beginning of a dramatic 
24 hours, with 53-year-old 
McCarthy being forced to 
apologise to angry fans for 
the “disgraceful” display. 

On Sunday afternoon 
Moxey and Morgan, who was 
skiing in Europe, spoke on 
the phone about McCarthy’s 
future. 

Moxey then appeared to 
hint that evening that 
McCarthy’s position would 
be safe in the short term, 
saying the club would use 
the two-week break before 
its next game to “regroup”. 

But at 7 am on Monday he

arrived at his office at 
Molineux and spoke to 
Morgan again when the 
decision was made to 
dismiss McCarthy. A short 
time later Moxey went to see 
McCarthy at the Compton 
Park training ground and 
delivered the news. 

Just before 11am, Wolves 
announced he would be leav¬ 
ing with immediate effect. 

The club’s statement con¬ 
tinued: “The board would 
like to place on record their 
sincere thanks and apprecia¬ 
tion to Mick McCarthy and 
he leaves with the very best 
wishes of everyone con¬ 
nected to the club.” 

Minutes later, Moxey left 
the training ground in his 
Jaguar. 

He said later: “We have 
been on a journey for the last 
five-and-half-years of out¬ 
standing success - more 
than this club has seen in a 
generation and we have 
achieved our objectives. 

“My entire time is now 
being devoted towards 
appointing a new manager.” 

Midfielder Jamie O’Hara 
used Twitter to write: 
“Gutted to see Mick go. Just 
sorry we couldn’t have done 
better for him. “Fantastic 
manager and man and wish 
him all the best.”
